I am ae to =e a set of filles (computer type) of information that I hope to 
eventually upload to one of the better Computer Bulletin Board Systems in the Cleveland area. 
I would also publish this information (and update it periodically) in the Communicator for the 
benefit of the NCARC members. The purpose is to provide a readily accessible, reasonably up 
to date resource of ham radio information, both for active amateurs and for prospective 
amateurs. Once these files are created, they should be relatively easy to maintain and update 
periodically. They would provide a source of information for the computer hobbyists that ham 
radio needs to attract if it is to resume a positive growth curve. A brief outline of the 
information that I hope to callect follows: 


— List of Cleveland area amateur radio clubs, with meeting times, addresses, and a brief 
synopsis about the club, hopefully written by a member of that club. 

— List of Cleveland area repeater systems, with frequencies, features, and sponsoring clubs or 
owners. Hopefully, this features section will be written by a member of the club or the 
trustee. 

— List of ham radio classes being held in the Cleveland area, with contact persons, times, 
locations, etc. This is one of the more important files. 

— List of the various nets that are of interest locally. This file wouldn't be limited to the 
local area, especially the HF nets, such as the Ohio SSB net, etc. 

— Files explaining the basics of some of the various modes available in amateur radio, such as 
OSCAR, packet, DX, moonbounce, ATV, VHF/UHF repeaters, etc. Each facet of this hobby 
deserves it's own file, and I hope to provide one, along with appropriate references for more 
information; example, under packet radio, I'd list the Tuscon Amateur Packet Radio group, 
Packet Radio Magazine, and the NK6K's packet calumn in 73. 

— Public service events: details like time and place, how many hams are needed, etc. 

— Hamfest details. 

— Monthly updates on the latest issues of the various ham magazines, such as a brief synopsis 
of the May issue of 73 listing the construction projects, technical articles, etc. 


I think you are starting to get the idea. This is just a small sample. Hopefully you've 
realized by now that I can't possibly do this alone. I can't, and don't intend to. I can handle 
some of this, enough to make it worthwhile to have this stuff on the BBS', but I can't do it all. 
Most of all, I don't know this information. This will be a learning process for me also. If you 
have information that you would like to be included, such as a traffic net, or ham class, or are 
a member of a club such as Westpark, or Parma, or LEARA, or Lake County ARC, please get it 
to me somehow. If you're active on BBS' now, leave me a message on Forum 80 or the 
Cleveland RBBS. If you aren't into computers, drop me a note in the mail, either to my address 
(preferred) or the club's PO box. Or call me on the phone (calls to Elyria aren't THAT 
expensive!) or get a hold of me on the 5.29 machine. 

I'm almost always on the Sunday evening net, and listen most evenings after 9PM, although 
I'll have classes until 10:00 Mon and Wed starting later this month. But however you do it, get 
the information to me; this effort won't really be a success unless I get help on this one.

FCC PROPOSES VOICE PRIVILEGES FOR NOVICES! The W5YI Report, Dits & Bits, Vol 8 #10 
5/15/86, HamNet Electronic Edition via CompuServe's Amateur Radio SIG, via BARF-80-BBS 


"One of the fundamental purposes of amateur radio is to maintain a pool of operators, technicians 
and electronics experts. In light of the apparent downward trends in Novice operators, we are 
concerned that a valuable national resource is being diminished. Accordingly, we will propose 
rulemaking in the hope that an enhanced Novice license will benefit the service and reverse the 
trends." ...from FCC Notice of Proposed Rulemaking - PR Docket 86-161 


Amateur operators crowded the early morning FCC Forum at the Dayton HamVention on Sunday, 
April 27th, eagerly awaiting details of Novice Enhancement. Most know it was coming. A short 
press release had been issued just a couple of days earlier stating that the FCC had indeed 
approved the proposal as written by their staff. The measure was rushed through the various 
Commissioner's offices just a few days earlier in the week - an approval procedure known as the 
"circulation route" - so that it could be announced at Dayton, the world's larget assembly of ham 
radio operators. We were there. 


Most newcomers to the hobby are disappainted at being initially restricted to Morse code 
operation when they enter the ham ranks at the Novice level particularly when their main interest 
is voice or computer operation. 


The attrition rate at the Novice level is high! (See Table #1) Sad to say, a staggering two thirds 
of all Novices eventually drop out of ham radio without ever obtaining the voice privileges they 
dearly desire. Even more of a problem to the future of ham radio is the declining numbers of new 
Novices entering Amateur Radio. It is becoming an ald man's pursuit. The average ham age is well 
up in years when i reality it should be in the teens and twenties!

The FCC statistics published here tell the story! There are more than ten thousand less Novice 
operators than just two years ago! The wash out rate is 64.6%! New blood is needed if amateur 
radio is to continue as we know it. Many commercial groups say they need more spectrum and 
- paint to the declining numbers of new Novices and the stagnated Amateur Radio Service in 
general. They want the frequencies we have. 


The FCC views a growing Amateur Radio Service as a healthy service. While some blame the 
decline in new amateurs to the bottom of sunspot cycle and its accompanying poor band 
conditions, the fact is that the Amateur Radio Service is anything but healthy! Reliable VHF and 
higher frequency communications for the most part aren't affected by propagation. Current 
Novice activity is pretty much limited to a small sliver of the 40 and 80 meter bands which suffer 
from Canadian amateur phone operation and international broadcast activity. Stated simply, 
Novices are disillusioned and disappainted with Amateur Radio! 


Voice privileges for Novices won't be precedent setting. They had two meter (145-147 MHz) 
telephony privileges back in the sixties when VHF wa considered "experimental" and repeaters 
were unheard of. The technalogy just wasn't there. A lot has changed since then! What was 
once a Morse code and AM phone hobby is now FM/SSB telephony and digital operation. The new 
generation must be attracted to ham radio with benefits that reflect the changes.

FCC PROPOSES VOICE PRIVILEGES FOR NOVICES! Continued 


Technician Class amateurs will also reap the benefits of any additional Novice privileges since 
they automatically receive all rights available to the Novice operator. 


The American Radio Relay League was far from the first to petition the FCC for expanded Novice 
privileges. Larry W. Garens, KC50Q, of the small west Texas community of Brady, deserves the 
credit as being the initial author of Novice Enhancement. 


He filed four petitions for it with the FCC before the ARRL file their proposal. Garen's 
petitioned to expand the operating privileges for Novice operators by allowing telegraphy, RTTY 
and vaice privileges in the ten meter band and code and vaice between 220-225 MHz. 


Garens filed a fifth petition (after the League jumped on the bandwagon) suggesting the addition 
of the 902-928 MHz band to the Novice class. The League's petition for Novice enhancement is 
basically the same as that envisioned many months earlier in the Garen's proposals. 


On June 6, 1985, the ARRL proposed to provide greater motivation for amateurs-to-be to obtain 
their first license, without reducing the incentive to upgrade by attaching too many privileges to 
what is, and should continue to be, an elementary license. 


The League suggested Novice vaice and data privileges sufficient to permit communication with 
other local amateurs and to provide an occasional opportunity for long-distance communications. 
The essential elements of the ARRL petition were: 


(1.) Authorize Novice control operators digital communication privileges in the 10 meter band on 
frequencies 291. to 28.3 MHz, 200 watt output PEP; 


(2.) Authorize Novice contral operators emission J3E (sideband vaice) privileges in the 10-meter 
band on frequencies 28.3-28.5 MHz; 


(3.) Authorize Novice control operators frequencies in the entire 1.25 meter band (220-225 MHz) 
with all emissions authorized for that band and with a transmitter power limit of 25 watts; 


(4.) Stations in the 220-225 MHz repeater operation may retransmit the signals of Novice stations, 
but no Novice licensee may be the control operator of a repeater; 


(5.) Authorize Novice control operators frequency privileges in the 0.23 meter band on frequencies 
1246-1260 MHz with a power level of 5 watts similar to the conditions proposed for the 1.25 
meter band; 


(6.) Operators authorized higher power levels now in the 10 meter, 220-225 MHz and 1246-1260 
MHz subbands should be allowed to continue. General Class and higher would be authorized full 
amateur (1500 watt PEP) power in the 28.1-28.2 MHz Novice subband where a 200 watt power 
limitation now exists. (The FCC asked for public comment on this). 


The League suggested that the Novice written examination (Element 2) be expanded to include 
topics about digital communcations and telephony techniques. The ARRL said this was necessary 
so that the examination would include the new Novice privileges granted. The League also asked 
that the written test be expanded to thirty questions and the question pool (PR Bulletin 1035A) 
from which those questions are selected be increased to 300 questions.

morse ROrOses VOICE PRIVILEGES FOR NOVICES! Continued 


To preserve the integrity of the Novice examination, the ARRL said that each examination for the 
Novice class operator license should be administered by two valunteer examinters halding General 
class licenses or above, rather than the presently required one examiner. 


The Commission's Notice of Proposed Rulemaking provides for basically the same features as 
proposed by the League. It was very well received by those in attendance at Dayton. 


The FCC did caution the amateur community, however, regarding the 220-225 MHz band. They 
said that it must be recognized that there are three petitions seeking spectrum from this amateur 
band - two seeking narrowband land mobile operation and another from a "reading for the blind" 
organization. 


In view of this, the FCC said that they will not be finalizing the matter of permitting Novice 
operators in the 220-225 MHz band until these petitions are resalved. Any Novice operation 
authorized must necessarily be on an interim basis pending resalvement of the 220-MHz issue. 


It must be emphasized that these rules are FCC proposed. They will become permanent if the 
FCC adopts their NPRM. The general feeling is, however, that we will indeed see some firm 
enactment of enhanced Novice privileges by year end. The effect on the Amateur Radio Service 
could be dramatic! Our informal survey at Dayton indicates, however, that not everyone is in 
favor of a large expansion of the ham ranks - especially those active on the 220-225 MHz band. 


The FCC did not go along with the ARRL's suggestion that two examiners administer Novice 
examinations and invited comments on this issue. "Integrity of the license is important, but we 
are not convinced that two examiners is the right safeguard to employ." 


The FCC did feed that "including Novices in the Valunteer Examination System has merit, but we 
are reluctant to disturb the present procedure under which aspirants to amateur radio receive 
licenses quickly and free of charge." The FCC also said that they were unsure of the capacity of 
the VE system to handle a large volume of applicants. 


A novel approach was also suggested by the FCC in the NPRM - that being to split the present 
Technician class examination into two sections - separate MF/HF and VHF/UHF questions. "It 
would be a simple matter," the FCC said, "to rearrange the topics into two syllabi: Element 3(A) 
for VHF and UHF; Element 3(B) for MF and HF. Element 3(A) would be a written test requirement 
for a Technician-and-above license. Element 3(B) would be a written test requirement for a 
General-and-above license." 


The present Element 3 covers both VHF/UHF and high frequency operation. Basically what the 
FCC's alternative proposal suggests is a simpler examination for Technician class than is now the 
case. 


The 90 day public comment period on the Notice of Proposed Rulemaking closes on July léth.

The ARRL LETTER, April 25, 1986, Volume 5, Number 9 via the BARF80 BBS 


The FCC has proposed enhancing Novice privileges by authorizing telephony or digital 
communications on the 28, 220 and 1240 Mhz bands, as requested by ARRL in its petition last 
June, RM-5038. The Commission said statistics show a decline in the number of new Novice 
operators. There are now 10,000 fewer Novices than there were just two years ago. This proposal 
is an effort to reverse those trends. 

The Commission is also seeking comments on other alternative approaches. Although the 
Commission has adopted this NPRM in PR Docket 86-161, as of this date the text has not yet been 
released to the public. Only a short Commission news release concerning Novice enhancement has 
been issued giving minimum details. The Commission has also issued an order in PR 85-22 on 
Repeater Coordination. This also has not been released, so no details are known at press time. 
Listen to W1AW bulletins for further information as it becomes available. 


FCC REINSTATES EMERGENCY DEFINITION 

The FCC has reinstated the previous definition of amateur emergency communication in a 
Memorandum Opinion and Order in response to an ARRL Petition for Partial Reconsideration in 
BC Docket 79-47. In its original Order last June, the FCC replaced the previous definition of 
97.3(w) (any amateur communication directly relating to the immediate safety of life of individuals 
or the immediate protection of property) with a new definition, "a non-directed request for help or 
a distress signal directly relating to the immediate safety of human life or the immediate 
protection of property." 

The ARRL filed a Petition for Partial Reconsideration stating that the original definition had 
adequately served to inform amateurs as to what constitutes an emergency communication, and 
that the new definition was overly specific and would prohibit entire categories of public service 
communications permitted under the prior definition. 

The Commission stated that in view of ARRL's Petition, it was concerned that the new 
definition may have made an unintended change in the nature of permissible amateur emergency 
communications, and in order to resalve any ambiguity, it would rescind the new definition it had 
adopted and revert to the previous definition, effective May 4, 1986. 

In this same Order, the Commission dismissed a Petition for Reconsideration from the National 
Association of Broadcasters to increase the scope of permitted broadcast use of Amateur Radio in 
broadly defined emergency situations. The Commission stated that broadcast stations may 
retransmit normal amateur communications for whatever pumpose they wish; for example, the 
rebroadcast of a message exchange between amateur stations taken off the air where no prior 
arrangements for broadcasting were made. 

However, in an emergency situation, newsgathering is permitted via Amateur Radio, only when 
all of these conditions are met: 1) the event is unforeseen; 2) the news information is directly 
related to the event; 3) the event involves the safety of human life or the immediate protection of 
property; and 4) the news information cannot be transmitted by any other means than Amateur 
Radio because of the remote location of the originating transmission or because normal 
communications have been disrupted. The Commission stated that "these standards are not to be 
construed liberally, but literally." Thus, if alternate communications facilities are available, 
Amateur Radio may not be used for news information even if the other elements are present. The 
Commission further noted that even routine program production and news gathering invalved many 
business related activities, from live interviews to ordering equipment and accommodations. "We 
determined to maintain an absolute ban on communications of this sort from the amateur service 
as inconsistent with its nature and purpose."

MORE \ON FCC PREEMPTIIONVOF RFI 

ARRL Counsel Chris Imlay, N3AKD, wrote to the FCC for an opinion concerning a new 
ordinance enacted by the Township of Ewing, in Mercer County, New Jersey. The ordinance 
provides that it shall be unlawful for any person to transmit any radio signals which interfere with 
home electronic equipment in such a manner as to disturb the peace, enjoyment or general 
well-being of others. Imlay said in his letter that the question of interference is completely 
preempted by federal regulation and the Township's ordinance is invalid. 

The Commission's reply, written by General Counsel Jack Smith, agreed completely with Imlay's 
assertions. The Commission stated that under the provisions of the Communications Act, the 
Commission has the authority to establish minimum performance standards for home entertainment 
equipment. The Commission further noted that the rules in Part 97 "delineate the technical 
standards for operating Amateur Radio Stations. State and local laws that either require amateurs 
to cease operation or pay fines when interference occurs conflict with our regulatory scheme. 
This is especially true when amateurs, who are fully complying with our rules, must cease 
operation or operate at technical levels below those established in our rules in order to avoid 
state or local sanctions." Copies of the Commission letter are available from HQ upon receipt of 
an SASE. And what do the Township officials think of the FCC letter? HQ understands that the 
ordinance is in the process of being rescinded. 


VESSR MAW FILE APP AL 

Jack Ravenscroft, VE3SR, has until May 7 to decide whether to file an appeal, according to 
Tom Atkins, VE3CDM, President of CRRL. As readers of this letter know, VE3SR recently was 
held liable in a civil suit for nuisance, assessed $2550.00 damages, and was prohibited from 
transmitting radio signals from his property. Over $2,000.00 in donations for Ravenscroft's 
defense fund was raised in four hours at a flea market on the weekend after the decision. 
Ravenscroft's decision to appeal will be based in part on whether adequate financial support exists 
in the amateur community.

FCC STUDY OF AMATEUR POWER 

"Not withstanding other limitations of this section, amateur radio stations shall use the minimum 
transmitting power necessary to carry out the desired communications." Thus speaks Section 
97.67(a) of the amateur rules! The FCC Field Operation Bureau conducted 184 field inspections of 
HF amateur stations in early 1985 and their conclusion is that 65% of the operators of those 
stations violate this rule! The stations visited by FCC aren't typical, so that the percentage 
figure cannot be applied generally. The FCC observes that the liklihood your signals will be 
intercepted by nearby home entertainment equipment increases as the transmitter power increases, 
and that in most of the cases they observed, communications effectiveness was not significantly 
enhanced by transmitter power levels of more than 200 watts. Sometimes more power is 
necessary, but if it isn't, don't use it; that's the law, and it's also good neighbor relations. 


LIBYA RADIO SWL BROADCASTS 

Want to listen to Libya radio? No one has heard an English language broadcast from Libya to 
our knowledge, so if you're interested, bring an Arabic translator along and watch the fallo wing 
frequencies: 6155, 7245, 9890, 15235, 15450, 15415 (good signal, but bad QRM from WRNO in New 
Orleans on 15420) and 17895 kHz. Don't have an Arabic translator handy? More interesting 
listening can be had from the BBC. Try 9915 KHz from 2200 UTC until late evening, or 9510 and 
15260 kHz during the afternoon. 
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AUGUST 1 DEADLINE FOR NET DIRECTORY 

August I is the deadline for net registrations for the Net Directory. This year, HQ will send 
copies of net entries within each section to the corresponding ARRL Section Traffic Manager and 
Section Emergency Coordinator for review and correction. See the May issue of Section Leader 
for further details. 


NEW EXTRA CLASS QUESTION POOL 

The FCC has issued the new Extra Class written element question pool, with a release date of 
April 1986. Because the FCC's instructions to the VECs direct that the new material must be 
used on exams no later than six months after its issuance, ARRL VEC will be putting the new pool 
into use in tests beginning October 1, 1986. 


A PETITION THREATENS 220 BAND 

Another petition threatening the 220 MHz band has been filed with the FCC. On April 15, the 
Association of Radio Reading Services, Inc., an organization providing reading services to the 
visually impaired via subcarriers on FM broadcast, filed a request for 500 kHz of the 220-MHz 
band for their service on the grounds that FM broadcast subcarriers are becoming unavailable to 
them. FCC has not yet assigned a file number to the petition, so comments would be premature. 
W1AW will carry further information as it becomes available. 


RADIO BEIJING INITIATES RELAY VIA FRENCH GUIANA 

Radio Beijing, the external shortwave service of the People's Republic of China, will be more 
clearly audible in the Americas beginning April 14. On that date Radio Beijing will have a new 
56-minute English broadcast for North America via the 500-kilowatt facilities of Radio France 
International at Montsinery, French Guiana. Apparently, this is a reciprocal deal: Radio France 
International is to be relayed to Asia by sites in China. No details of this have yet been 
announced. 

The Beijing/Radio France International relay will transmit English to North America on 6015 
kHz at 0200-0256 UTC, 9635 kHz at 0200-0256 UTC, 9565 kHz at 0500-0556 UTC 


OSCAR 10 AND FIELD DAY 

AQ-10 Command station ZL1AQX reports the satellite will not be in good position for the 
North American (ARRL) Field Day this June. The satellite is in view only during perigee, and 
ZL1AQX reports the chances are poor it can be turned on during the perigee passage because of 
eclipses during that period. 


MIR SPACE STATION 

Amateurs worldwide have been monitoring the progress of the new Russian space station, Mir, 
launched 19 February. Russian language vaice emissions, apparently the vaices of the crew, have 
been heard by listeners on 143.625 MHz. The VHF FM Signals are quite strong according to 
observers. . 

Numerous reports of visual observations have also been made. Mir has been easily spotted 
because of its large size and high reflectivity. Its magnitude is estimated to be about +1 to +2. 

Complicating the radio and visual tracking activity has been the extensive maneuvering 
performed by Mir in recent days. The maneuvering was initially to circularize the orbit at about 
330 km. Later there was additional maneuvering to facilitate docking with support shipment 
launches. Frequent updates to tracking data will likely be necessary to pinpaint Mir so long as 
the current active maneuvering phase continues. 

Sources indicate Amateur Radio activity from Mir is quite likely soon. AMSAT will sponsor its 
Second-Ever Chicken Little Contest to predict the decay from orbit of ISKRA-4 after its launch 
from MIR. The contest will be started only if ISKRA-4 carries a transponder or beacon in the 
amateur bands so it is trackable by amateurs. 
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FAR SCHOLARSHIP ANNOUNCEMENT 

The Foundation for Amateur Radio, Inc., a non-profit organization with Headquarters in 
Washington, D.C., plans to award 21 scholarships for the academic year 1986-87. The Foundation, 
composed of fifty Washington area Amateur Radio clubs, fully funds two of these scholarships 
from the proceeds of its annual Hamfest. It administers without cost to the donors 7 scholarships 
for the Quarter Century Wireless Association, 2 for the Dade (FL) Radio Club, and 1 each for the 
Radio Club of America, the Richard E. Chichester Memorial, the Young Ladies' Radio League, the 
Edmund G. Redington Memorial, the Amateur Radio News Service, the Calumbia (MD) Amateur 
Radio Association, the Baltimore (MD) Amateur Radio Club, and the Lewis W. Wilkinson Memorial 
scholarships. 

Licensed radio amateurs may compete for one or more of these awards if they plan to pursue a 
full-time course of study beyond high schoal and are enralled or have been accepted for 
enrallment is an accredited university, callege oar technical school. Most of the scholarships 
require the applicant to at least hold an FCC General Class license or equivalent. The 
scholarship awards range from $350 to $900 with preference given in some cases to residents of 
specific geographical areas or the pursuit of certain study programs.

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10 MHZ STATUS 

The March 14 ARRL Letter reported that awards credit, other than for five-band awards, is 
now available for contacts on all bands except 10 MHz. But, we misspoke when we said the 
10-MHz restriction was "because of out secondary status on that band." Language to that effect 
was a part of the original motion at minute 50, but was deleted by amendment before the motion 
was adopted by the board at the January board meeting. 

But we are secondary in the 10-MHz band, aren't we? Yes and No. In the international table 
of frequency allocations, the amateur service is secondary to the fixed service and we must avaid 
causing harmful interference to the fixed service operating in the band. FCC is obliged to 
regulate the amateur service in this country so as to avaid such interference, to the paint of 
withdrawing the privileges if this became necessary. But because the U.S. as a matter of policy 
no longer assigns frequencies in the 10.1-10.15 MHz band to stations in the fixed service, our 
domestic status is primary. 

The "bottom line" is the same: We must avaid causing harmful interference to the fixed 
service at 10 Mhz. But we don't want to lose sight of the fact that by giving us primary status 
within its jurisdiction, the federal government through the FCC has made the band much more 
useful than it otherwise would be, and has fulfilled to the best of its ability the pledge made 
during WARC-79 preparations to gain a useful 10-Mhz band for the amateur service. 


FCC PROPOSES PRIVATE LAND MOBILE RADIO SERVICE PROHIBITION ON EXTERNAL 
FREQUENCY CONTROL 

The FCC has proposed prohibiting in the private land mobile radio service, the use of 
transmitters having external frequency controls in PR Docket 85-37. The commissions concern is 
that such equipment enables operators to select unauthorized frequencies easily. Even occasional 
use of unauthorized channels by a large number of land mobile users could cause harmful 
interference to other land mobile stations, mobile, aviation, and also government radio stations on 
the same adjacent bands. This amendment will require manufacturers of land mobile radios to 
include or design any external frequency contrals so that operators will be unable to select 
unauthorized frequencies. 


RADIO JAPAN AUDIBLE ONCE AGAIN IN EASTERN NORTH AMERICA. 

Radio Japan affords some pretty enjoyable shortwave program listening - when you can hear 
it. If you live in eastern north America, you haven't been hearing it very often; the longtime 
regional service directed to us from Japan in our early evenings just doesn't make it during 
sunspot minima. Well, we've just lucked out: A new transmission intended for Europe does well 
here, so once again we may listen to radio Japan. 

Radio Japan makes use of the facilities of Moyabi, Gabon, for several transmissions to the 
Middle East and Europe. On April 1, RJ initiated a two-hour broadcast for Europe via Moyabi at 
2200 to 2400 UTC on 9645 KHz. There's an hour of Japanese from 2200 to 2300, and English from 
2300 to 2400. You do dave to put up with the somewhat telephonic quality of the satellite audio 
feed to Moyabi, and reception is better on the upper sideband because of interference from a 
strong station on 9640 KHz. It's nice to be able to listen to enjoyable radio from the country 
responsible for producing so many of the enjoyable radios with which we listen. — Dave Newkirk, 
AK7M.,

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SIMPLEX AUTOPATCH ADVERTISEMENTS. 

ARRL members are reminde at 1 1s legal to operate a home simplex autopatch transmitter 
by remote control from a mobile rig in auxiliary operation within certain constraints. The station 
in auxiliary operation must confine the control link frequency to 220.5 MHz and above (except 
431-3, and 435-8 MHz). ARRL policy requires that ads describing the features of simplex 
autopatches include the following statement: "Use of this device with a transceiver operating in 
the 2-meter band, or on any frequency lower than 220.5 MHz is not permitted unless a separate 
contral link is provided." Some advertisers in other publications are advertising devices which 
contain a simplex autopatch feature, and stating that any VHF/UHF portable or mobile can be used 
to contral these devices. ARRL members are reminded that control via a 2- or 6-meter rig is 
illegal. It is exactly this sort of confusion which the ARRL policy was intenede to address. 


"GIL" W1CJID 

His name was Phil Gildersleeve, W1CJD, but the ham community knew him simply as "Gil", 
QST's premier cartoonist from 1927 through the 1960'S. Gil drew many hundreds of humorous 
cartoons during this period, and the best of them will be reprinted this spring in a new ARRL 
book to be titled "GIL." QST's managing editor Laird Campbell, W1CUT, is editing the best of 
Gils cartoons and arranging them by subject. "GIL" is scheduled to be published this summer. The 
June cover of QST, will feature a Field Day cartoon by Jim Massara, N2EST, in a style similar to 
Gil's. 


BROADCASTERS REQUEST PREEMPTION OF RF LEVELS 

Of great interest to the amateur community is a National Association of Broadcasters (NAB) 
request for a declaratory ruling for preemption of local RF radiation regulations which arbitrarily 
restrict broadcast and other interstate communications services. NAB requests specifically that, 
absent new scientific evidence showing potential harm from public exposure to RF energy at levels 
below the guidelines of established by the American National Standards Institute (ANSI), the FCC 
preempt state or local standards that are more stringent than the ANSI standard. In the FCC's 
ruling last year requiring broadcasters to limit human exposure to RF radiation to levels 
established by the ANSI, the FCC declined to take a final position on the Federal Preemption 
Issue but indicated it would consider the topic on a case-by-case basis. 

The NAB has also submitted to the FCC a petition for partial reconsideration in Docket 
85-87, pertaining to the Federal Preemption of local zoning or other regulation of receive-only 
Satellite earth stations (dishes). In its petition, the NAB suggests a stronger preemption statement 
that contained in the FCC's report and order. 


NARTE BROADCAST CERTIFICATION 

The National Association of Radio and Telecommunications Engineers Inc., (NARTE) is one of 
the groups which stepped in to fill the vaid when the FCC decided to stop issuing Broadcast 
Radiotelephone Licenses. The group offers examinations at over 100 colleges and universities to 
certify broadcast engineers, and many broadcast companies and stations are looking to NARTE and 
other groups as an alternative certification mechanism. NARTE has announced that it will 
continue to "grandfather" persons with experience in the radio and telecommunications fields upon 
submission of credentials satisfactory to its certifications committee, until July 31, 3es6. 
Possession of an FCC license is not mandatory for certification, but experience is. for further 
information contact: NARTE, P.O. BOX 15029, Salem, OR 97309 or call NARTE at (503) 581-3336. 
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NORTHERN KENTUCKY TOWER FUND 

Amateurs in Kentucky have established the "Northern K entucky Tower Fund" to assist John 
Thernes, WM4T, with his legal expenses. WM4T says his case, which has been remanded from the 
Federal Appeals Court back to the Federal District Court, has cost him over $16,000 in legal fees 
with no end in sight. He is presently waiting for the District Court to set a hearing date for his 
case. WM4T hopes that this fund can eventually grow into a national fund to help other 
amateurs fighting restrictive tower ordinances. Anyone wishing to contribute to the fund can 
contact: Northern Kentucky Tower Fund, P.O. BOX 17721, Lakeside Park, KY 41017. 


FCC SEEKS CHANGES FOR AM RADIO 

A Federal Communications Commission staff report said that outdated agency rules have 
contributed to the decline of AM radio broadcasting, and urged major regulatory changes. 

The FCC voted to seek public comment by July 1 to consider revising commission rules 
governing AM broadcasting. The staff report noted that over the past 10 years, AM stations have 
lost considerable ground to FM broadcasting, and that some of the loss might well be ascribed to 
complex FCC regulations. 

The staff recommendations included relaxing restrictions on one company or person owning 
more than one AM station in an area; Allowing daytime-only stations to broadcast full time; 
signal-interference rules; and modernizing AM radio engineering standards. 


BAD NEWS FOR JACK RAVENSCROFT, VE3SR 
The judge hearing a suit brought against Jack Ravenscroft, VE3SR, seeking damages for 
interference to a neighbors electrical appliances from his amateur radio operations, has decided 
the case in favor of the neighbor bringing the suit. The judge granted a permanent injunction 
prohibiting VE3SR from transmitting radio signals from his property and assessed damages and 
costs amounting to $2558.00 Canadian. The judge said that while VE3SR had a legislative right to 
use his equipment because he was licensed by the Canadian DOC, if he should interfere with the 
enjoyment of his neighbor's electronic equipment then VE3SR is liable to a civil suit for nuisance. 
The unexpected outcome of the suit is a severe blow to the amateurs of Canada, and poses a 
threat to the operators of any licensed radio transmitters in that country. VE3SR has 10 days to 
decide if he wishes to appeal the decision. His decision will be based in part on whether 
adequate financial support for an appeal appears to exist in the amateur community. For more 
information on this case, see Canadian Newsfronts in QST for October, 1985 and February and 
March 1986.

HR PROPAGATION FORECAST BULLETIN NR 24 fm ARRL Headquarters Newington

Through the 15th, the Solar Flux has averaged only 68 in June. There has been little 
visible activity on the sun since late in May, though there were traces of something coming 
around the east limb on the 15th of June. At the same paint in the previous solar rotation a 
gradual flux rise was in progress, so at least a small rise is expected this week. It may not be 
enough to cause any Significant improvement in DX conditions, however. 

Geomagnetic activity has also been low, but this is a favorable factor, making for stable 
propagation on all DX frequencies, until the last days of this month. With the low levels of solar 
activity expected, propagation should follow the conditions shown for various paths in the June 
QST propagation charts. 

The principal differences from propagation indicated in the charts will come from sporadic 
E layer ionization, which peaks in late June. Watch for short skip, usually with strong signals, on 
21, 24, 28 and 50 Mhz, especially in the mid morning and early evening hours local time.

HR PROPAGATION FORECAST BULLETIN NR 23 fm ARRL Headquarters Newington CT 
June 9, 1986 - Relayed by KB8NW/OBS - TO ALL RADIO AMATEURS - BT 

So far in June, solar activity has been running close to the ultimate low. Through the 8th, 
the June Salar Flux average was 67.87. The effects of this near quiet sun were not as marked as 
they would be in the fall and winter months, when DX conditions are at their best in the 
Northern Hemisphere. Wide spread sporadic E layer ionization helped to keep things interesting 
on 14 through 50 Mhz, and there were scattered reports of E layer DX on 144 Mhz. €E skip is 
rarely a dependable mode, but when it is working well signal levels may be very high for at 
least brief intervals. 

The number and duration of E skip openings peak in late June, and hold up fairly well 
through most of July. The season ends in early August, but the mode can show up at any time of 
year now and then. Sporadic E is particularly interesting to users of the 50 Mhz band, as more 
countries are now permitting at least limited use of this band than at any time in recent years. 
There is lettle, if any, correlation between sunspot cycles and E skip. 

As for the more conventional DX modes, solar activity is expected to rise slowly through 
about June 21, but nothing much above the middle 70s is likely. This will be enough to provide 
more hours of DX on 14 Mhz. Activity on 21 Mhz should also improve slightly and hold up later 
in the evening. The slight increase in the Northern Hemisphere daylight hours will also help in 
this. The 28 Mhz band will be less affected, though some increase in transequatorial DX is likely 
over the next two weeks. Hign latitude propagation will be rare on 28 Mhz until at least late 
1387, except for the summer E skip season, and the briefer E skip season centered on the shortest 
day of the Northern Hemisphere winter.

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Electronic Privacy Bill Passes Subcommittee 
Legislation extending protection against unwarranted interception of electronic 


communications by outsiders passed its first and most difficult test during mid-May. RF signals 
present throughout. our homes will no longer be public domain if HR 3378 ultimately becomes law. 

After weeks of negotiation, the House Judiciary Subcommittee on Courts, Civil Liberties 
and the Administration of Justice reached a compromise agreement with the Department of Justice 
setting the stage for subcommittee approval. The mark-up session was packed with 120 spectators 
crowded into a room designed for 60. 

Most of Justice's problems had to do with adding barriers to law enforcement efforts. The 
bill, as approved, requires the government to obtain detailed search warrants to intercept and use 
electronic messages in transit. The subcommittee acknowledged that they still had a couple of 
things to work out in the "foreign counterintelligence field." 

The legislation, the Electronic Communications Privacy Act brings the Wiretap Act of 1968 
up-to-date by including such communications services as cellular radio, computer data transfer, 
electronic mail and satellite communications not in use when the act was first passed. The final 
draft of HR 3378 was unanimously approved after two suggested amendments (which made sense to 
us) were defeated. The final subcommittee vote had been delayed three times previously. 

The bill is far reaching and will effect nearly every American in one way or another. 
While legislators, the media, and the various electronic industries are widely portraying the bill as 
protecting cellular privacy, it doesn't at all. Cellular phones, of course, are the space age version 
of the ald car radio telephone. 

The bill particularly affects hobby, industrial and government radio users and listeners in 
that it details what can-and-cannot be monitored. Supporters of the legislation include such 
industrial giants as IBM, AT&T, MCI, Motorola, GE, GTE, Bell telephone, all three TV networks, 
.. and various telephone, videotex, electronic mail and computer equipment trade organizations. 

Since most of us are concerned with the personal use of electronic communications and the 
right to monitor the radio spectrum, we will focus on that aspect. 

A new definition of electronic eavesdropping has been proposed. Instead of "acquisition of 
the content", it is now "interception of the transmission of the content." 

A penalty of up to a year in jail and $10,000 fine would be imposed on those intercepting 
certain transmissions not intended for the general public in the shortwave band...such as remote 
broadcast pickup stations operating around 26 MHz: and perhaps ship-to-shore radio telephone 
conversations. Any encrypted (scrambled) transmissions are also protected. 

Strangely, scanner owners are subject to the year in jail/$10,000 fine if they tune in the 
ald 150/450 MHz carphone service - but only 6 months in jail and a $500 fine if they listen to a 
900 MHz celluar phone call! 

Specifically exempted from coverage by the bill are all amateur radio, CB and GMRS 
(General Mobile Radio Service) communications. Ham auto-patch telephone calls therefore are not 
affected even though a participant expecting privacy might not be aware that the radio portion of 
the call is being widely transmitted. 

The radio portion of a private telephone call terminated by a cordless phone is also not 
privacy protected "since these calls can be easily intercepted." The subcommittee noted that the 
FCC requires manufacturers to include privacy disclaimers with cordless equipment. ; 

Actually, just about any radiotelephone call can be easily intercepted, but the legislators 
perceived some as harder than others. Cellular phone calls can even be received on consumer TV 
sets. Broadcast services not intended for the public (such as a piggy-backed FM subcarrier 
service) may not be monitored.

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Electronic Privacy Bill Passes Subcommittee Continued 
Radio services not protected by the bill include "any station for the use of the general 


public, or that relates to ships, aircraft, vehicles, or persons in distress" as well as "any marine, 
aeronautical, governmental, law enforcement, civil defense, or public safety communications 
...readily accessible [not encrypted] to the general public." Thus, you can listen to ongaing law 
enforcement manuevers ...even Air Force One, but not a random phone call you might hit upon in 
the spectrum. 

What can be monitored by satellite dish owners was specifically not resolved since this 
question is currently before the House Telecommunications Subcommittee. 

Private fixed microwave links, FM subcarriers, and broadcast auxiliary or remote pickup 
stations were specifically protected. 

Rep. Mike DeWine (R-Ohio) offered two amendments at the subcommittee mark-up session 
dealing with cellular phone calls. 

DeWine, a former prosecuting attorney, said that while he was in basic agreement with the 
intent of the bill, he was troubled by the fact that ald television sets still being sold can 
inadvertantly overhear a cellular phone call. He also said that scanner marketing was not covered 
by the bill... "If a scanner stops at a cellular phone channel ...this bill means that (a scanner 
listener) could be imprisoned for six months ...even if he did not disclose the information. 

He acknowledged that the Justice Department told them that they wouldn't enforce scanner 
(or TV) cellular listening but "it's basically bad public policy to create a law that everyone knows 
will not be enforced... It brings about a disrespect for the law. ...It weakens anybody's faith in 
the criminal justice system. We are not talking about difficult enforcement. What we are talking 
about is an impossibility, unless we are willing to violate people's Consititutional Rights and go 
into their own homes..." 

The bill "...creates the illusion of protection," DeWine testified. "The facts are that it will 
no more protect (cellular) the day after we pass this bill than the day before..." 

Rep. DeWine suggested an amendment that would outlaw the overriding of an encrupted 
telephone conversation. He said laws already exist that prohibit divulging intercepted information. 
He is concerned that "...the cellular phone industry will use this bill to tell people that they have 
an expectation of privacy when, in fact, they do not." 

Chairman Kastenmeier agreed that the bill could not easily be enforced, but that 
encruption cost was prohibitive ($2,500 for a mobile, $164,000 for a base station.) Declaring that 
he didn't want to make America an encrypted society, he urged defeat of the amendment. 

Halding up a scanner advertisement which promoted listening to "radiotelephone 
conversations that offer more real-life intrigue that most soap operas," Kastenmeier said "we 
cannot encourage this! We have set down the rules of the road whereby that is off limits... 
Scanners are very useful devices, and they will continue to be, excepting there ought to be some 
things that are protected against even, yes, even against scanners." A voice vote defeated the 
amendment by a clear majority. 

A second amendment was introduced by DeWine, eliminating the 6 month prision sentence 
from the cellular penalty. That too was rejected. 

With no further amendment being offered, the substitute draft of HR 3378 was unanimously 
adopted by vaice vote. The Subcommittee agreed to report the bill out to the Judiciary 
Committee for further action. 

HR 3378 is still very far from being a law. It must be approved by the Judiciary 
Committee and the full House ...then reconciled with a similar bill pending before the Senate 
Copyright Committee. It gets signed into law by the president. The reality of the matter is, 
however, that government control over radio wave reception in your home will indeed be 
eventually enacted in some form. 
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FCC Affirms No-Waiting on Retesting 
The FCC has released a Report & Order denying a Petition for Partial Reconsideration 


filed by the American Radio Relay League. The ARRL wanted the FCC to reinstate the 
mandatory waiting period before an applicant for an amater operator license could retake the 
same or a higher examination element once that element had been failed. David B. Popkin, W2CC, 
an ex-F CC employee, also filed a similar petition. 

The Commission deleted the 30 day waiting period last September 25, 1985, and modified 
the rules concerning public announcement of an upcoming examination session and the number of 
candidates in an amateur operator examination session. 

The League wanted the waiting period between failed examination elements set at 27 days. 
The ARRL's first contention is that deletion of the waiting period increases administrative 
burdens for Valunteer-Examiner Coordinators (VEC's) because it requires the preparation of more 
than one version of each examination. This argument presumes that during any given 30-day 
period VEC's continously re-use the same question set. 

The FCC restated their position that VEC's (and VE's) should not use the same set of 
questions in successive examination sessions. This is to insure that a person being re-examined 
received a different question set than the set recently failed. 

'Tt is also one of the primary tools to assure the integrity of both valunteer examination 
systems by preventing the spread of advance information - for example, Friday examinees telling 
Saturday examinees the questions on the examination," the FCC said. 

"There are several ways to assure that individuals are not given the same set of questions 
upon re-examination. One would be for the VEC to require a wiating period keyed to its ability 
to provide a different set of questions. As part of its examination coordination function, each 
VEC is now free to adopt any reasonable waiting period, including the twenty-seven day period 
desired by the ARRL. This way avaids any burden associated with other approaches." 

A VEC could also choose to use different sets of questions at every session, or keep 
records to assure that any individual retaking an examination within a short time would be given a 
different set of questions. Another alternative would be to employ multiple sets of questions for 
each element at each examination session. There are sufficient questions in the poals for 10 
completely different examinations without even re-using a single question. In view of the many 
ways in which different VEC's can elect to safeguard the examination process, we will not limit 
their flexibility by requiring them to use only one." The W5YI-VEC program approach is to 
provide every valunteer examiner with a number of different versions of each written examination 
element. 

The FCC said that while examination integrity and conscientious study may have been a 
desired side effect, the intended purpose of the '30-day rule' was to conserve FCC resources when 
the Commission administered the examinations. "We will retain a waiting period only to 
accomodate the administrative chaices made by one or more VEC's. It is far more important to 
eliminate unnecessary and outdated government regulation," the FCC declared. 


How FCC Rules Are Made 

In referring the FCC rulemaking, we often use regulator terms that may not be familiar to 
you. The following is a brief description of the principle ones: 

Petition: Suggests changes to FCC Rules and Regulations, usually from the public. (The 
Commission can also initiate rulemaking on its own.) The FCC sends out a weekly Public Notice 
listing all meritorious petitions received and a 30 day public comment period authorized. 

Petition for Reconsideration: provides additional information and asks the FCC to review 
its decision. Must be filed within 30 days of the decision.

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How FCC Rules Are Made Continued 

Rulemaking number: a sequential number assigned to a public petition (or FCC originated 
rulemaking) after the appropriate department has reviewed the petition and found that it has 
merit. 

Notice of Inquiry: is issued (with a public comment period) when the FCC is seeking 
information on a broad subject or trying to generate ideas on a subject. 

Notice of Proposed Rulemaking: proposes a specific change to FCC rules for the public to 
comment on. Major rule changes are always presented to the public in the form of an NOI or 
NPRM. Both are eventually followed up with a Memorandum Opinion & Order or a Report and 
Order. If the FCC does not receive sufficient comments, a Further NOI or NPRM may be issued. 

Docket Numbers: consist of the year that the proceeding began and then a sequential 
number. PR Docket 80-1 is the first Private Radio proceeding of 1980. Docket numbers are 
assigned if the FCC previously issued a NPRM or an NOI. 

Memorandum Opinion & Order: denies a petition for rulemaking, concludes an inquiry, 
modifies a decision or denies a Petition for Reconsideration. 

Report and Order: is issued by the Commission stating the new or amended Rules, or 
stating that the Rules will not be changed. The proceeding may be terminated in whale or in 
part. A Report and Order can be adopted without public comment only in the case of minor 


editorial Rule changes.
